Fessenden made other major contributions to the radio art, 
yet his name is not well known.

Let us not forget what the Submarine Signal Company did. They made 
underwater bells driven by compressed air. These bells were used to 
send a coded sequence so they could identify a light ship, tender ship, 
shore station or buoy. Ships had transducers in the bow of the ship on 
both port and starboard side. The ship could tell where the signal was 
coming from and ID it. 

Later the underwater bells were synchronized with wireless beacons. 
The wireless operator could time the difference between the wireless 
signal and bell signal and calculate the range from the beacon 
station..
